Subject,- -Import of (i) Fruits, all sorts, excluding coconuts and cashewnuts fresh 
and dried salted or preserved n.o.s. and excluding Dates [S. No. 21(a)/ 
IV], (if) Asafoetida [S. No. 31(b)/V] (Hi) Cumin Seeds (S. No. 37 /IV), 
(ip) Medicinal Herbs (S. No. 87-109/IV) from Afghanistan from 1st 
March, 1972 to 28th February, 1973. 

No. 141-ITC(PN) /72.—Attention is invited to sub-paragraph 10(a) (II) of the 
Ministry of Foreign Trade Public Notice No. 93-ITC(PN)/72, dated the 30th June, 
1972, wherein it was stated that in respect of Pomegranates (Anars) the policy will 
be announced separately. 
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2. The policy lor import of Pomegranates (Anars) having been decided, the 
aforesaid paragraph 10(a)(ii) may be deemed to have been substituted by the fol¬ 
lowing sub-paragraph: — 

“(ii) For import of fresh fruits (including pomegranates):—to the extent of 
70 per cent of the value of applicant’s past imports of fresh fruits from 
Afghanistan during the year August 1970-July 1971, or to the crlentof 
50 per cent of the value of the applicant's best year’s past imports of 
fresh fruits from Afghanistan in any of the 5 years, namely, August 
1966—July 1967, August 1967—July 1968, August 1968—July 1969, 
August 1969—July 1970 and August 1970 July 1971. 

Note. —No applicant will be granted a CCP under both the categories stated 
above, i.e. he can apply either on the basis of 70 per cent of the past 
imports during August 1970—July 1971 or on the basis of 50 per cent 
of the past imports in any of the 5 years as indicated.” 

3. It may be clarified that the “approved importers” who have already obtained 
CCP(s) for import of fresh fruits either as an ‘approved importer’ under paragraph 
10(a)(Ii) or in the category of ‘others’ under paragraph 10(b) of the Ministry of 
Foreign Trade Public Notice No. 93-ITC(PN)/72, dated the 30th June, 1972, and 
who are eligible for a QCP for a higher value in terms of this Public Notice, may, 
if they so desire, apply for an additional CCP In the prescribed from and manner. 
In such cases, the additional CCP, if otherwise admissible, will be granted for a 
value upto the difference between the value for which the applicant is entitled for 
import of fresh fruits under fhis Public Notice and the value for which he has 
obtained CCP(s) for fresh fruits under Public Notice No, 93-ITC(PN)/72, dated 
the 30th June, 1972. To illustrate, If an applicant has already obtaine dCCP(s) for 
import of fresh fruits for—say—Rs. 30,000, under Public Notice No. 93-ITC(PN)/ 
72, dated 30th June, 1972 and his entitlement for Import of fresh fruits in terms 
of this Public Notice comes to—say- Rs, 45,000, he will be eligible to apply for 
the balance of Rs. 15,000 only. 

4. Attention is also invited to paragraph 10(b) of the Ministry of Foreign Trade 
Public Notice No. 93-ITC(PN)/72, dated the 30th June, 1972 pertaining to “Others.” 
It has been decided that the goods “Fresh Fruits” mentioned in the said paragraph 
will hereafter include ‘Pomegranates’ also. The entitlement of the applicants 
under this category for the grant, of initial CCP(s) in respect of fresh fruits (includ¬ 
ing Pomegranates) will continue to bo Rs. 50,000. If an applicant has already ob¬ 
tained initial CCP(s) for import of fresh fruits under the category “Other” in 
terms of Public Notice No. ITC(PN)/72, dated the 30th June, 1972 for a value less 
than Rs. 50,000 he may, if he so desires, apply for the balance amount for import 
of fresh fruits (including pomegranates) under this Public Notice. 

5. Other provisions including terms and conditions governing the policy and 
procedure in regard to imports and exports, as stipulated in Public Notice No. 93- 
ITC(PN)/72, dated the 30lh June, 1972 read, with Public Notice No. 127-ITC(PN)/72 f 
dated the 28th August, 1972 will apply mv-tatis mutandis.

Subject. — Scheme for the licensing of restricted varieties of Indian cotton mill- 
made textiles for export to the U.S.A. during the licensing year 1st 
October, 1972 to 30th September, 1973, 

No. PN(USA LICENSING)/I of 1972.—The Scheme relates to the exports o£ all 
the 64 ICTA categories of cotton millmade textiles from India to the USA under 
the quota for the licensing year- 1st October, 1972 to 30th September, 1973. 

2. For purpose of licensing, the shipment period will be divided into 2 six month¬ 
ly period. 1st October. 1972 to 31st March, 1973 and 1st April. 1973 to 30th Septem- 
ber, 1973. 

3. Exports will be allowed from any port in India. 
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
